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Memoriars Negotiation Deadline 
Passes With No New Deal

Faculty members at 
Memorial University arc prepared to 
strike after a Jan. 31 negotiation 
deadline passed without a new deal. 
The faculty association and the 
university administration have been 
working on a new collective 
agreement since last summer. 

Both sides have now turned 
to a government mediator with the 
faculty association in a position to 
strike and preparing for job action. A 
few minutes before midnight January 
31, the. administration made what it 
called its final offer. 

Dr. John Bear, spokesperson 
for the faculty association, 
characterized the offer as a "take it or 
leave it" proposition. 'TThc 
administration] has shown enormous 
reluctance to actually negotiate," said 
Bear. 

Bear also said that faculty 
members are one step closer to a 
strike and that the faculty association 
has begun to take steps to prepare for 
one, including setting up a 
headquarters off campus and asking 
faculty members when they are 
available for picket duty. 

The two sides had signed a 



memorandum of agreement late last 
year stating that they would try to 
reach a new collective agreement by 
Feb. 1, and that there would be no 
strike or lock-out before tliat date. 

Memorial University 
president Dr. Art May says that the 
faculty association had no intention 
of coming to an agreement by that 
deadline. "What became clear to us 
last night [Jan, 3 1 ] was that the union 
decided to go on strike some time 
ago,'** said May. 

The administration received 
government approval to allow the 
university to run at a deficit for three 
years while attempting to down-size 
through an early retirement package 
and promising no lay-offs while they 
determine how many professors 
eligible for early retirement will 
actually accept it. May said at least 60 
per cent of those eligible would have 
to take the offer for it to work. 

Faculty members, however, 
said that the government's 
commitment would be inadequate to 
provide a no lay-offs guarantee and 
refused to accept the offer. 

The two sides will continue 
to negotiate with a government 
mediator appointed from the 
provincial division of labour relations. 

Last Summer bargaining 
took place under government 
mediation, but quickly broke off 
resulting in a four month period with 
no negotiations. Bear said this time 



things will be different. "Last time 
the mediation process was used 
prematurely by administration in an 
attempt to break its contract with the 
faculty association," said Bear, "This 
time around the mediator can only 
assist as we attempt to negotiate an 
agreement." 

May, however, said that the 
negotiations are not just about getting 
a new collective bargaining 
agreement, but are part of a national 
agenda sponsored by the Canadian 
Association of University Teachers 
(CAUT). 

"I think that it's really abouta national 
political power play on behalf of 
faculty unions," said May, adding 
that if the faculty did strike he didn't 
know what they would actually be 
striking about. "This has nothing to 
do with bargaining," 

The CAUT help faculty 
members at the University of 
Manitoba negotiate a new contract 
after they went on strike for three 
weeks last fall, 

Paul Thornhill, president of 
Memorial's student council, said that 
this is -the most critical period of the 
whole dispute. "I think we are heading 
down to the wire and this is indeed a 
situation of who will blink first," said 
Thornhill. "Essentially the ball is in 
the court of the faculty association 
given that the administration has 
thrown the last volley." 



Publisher Sues 
Copyshop For 

Copyright linfringement

A Toronto copyshop is 
being sued for photocopying and 
selling course textbooks to university 
students. 

Copy well is being sued for copyright 
infringement by Cancopy, which 
administers the photocopy rights for 
publishers John Wiley & Sons 
Canada, Ltd, 

Cancopy says Copywell is 
being sued for making and selling 
unauthorized copies of Fundamentals 
of Heat and Mass Transfer and 
Fundamentals of Engineering 
Thermodynamics. The books are 
used in third-year mechanical 
engineering courses at the University 
of Toronto this term. 

Photocopying published 
works without permission is a 
violation of the Copyright Act. As 
part of the suit, Copywell was served 
with an injunction last week 
prohibiting them from continuing to 
photocopy and sell the books. 
According to Lucy White, Cancopy 's 
associate director, Copywell's 
activities came to light around the 
middle of January after the publishers 
received a tip from the ^y of T's 



MACLEAN'S CATCHES BOGUS UNIVERSITY INFO

Several student papers were 
thwarted in their attempts to get fake 
information printed in the Maclean's 
Guide to Canadian Universities. 
Maclean's publishes an annual 
ranking of Canadian universities. In 
the past the issue has included a 
section listing "what's hot -- what's 
not" from each university based on 
submissions from campus 
newspapers. 



Last year York University's 
excalibur sent in fake information, 
including non-existent breast feeding 
facilities, which made it into the 
magazine. This year, the "what's hot 
-- what's not" feature appears in the 
new, more comprehensive Maclean's 
university guide published this month, 
instead of I he fa 11 rankings issue. And 
once again, campus journalists were 
up to their old tricks. 

Editors at Simon Frascr 
University's Peak in B.C. submitted 
a fake item about a dance troupe that 
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spontaneously performed at campus 
pubs to expectant crowds. "That was 
our bigjoke," said news editor Patrik 
Kolby. But the fictitious troupe 
never made it into the guide book. 

The University of Regina's 
newspaper The Carillon also 
submitted false infomiation, which 
included listing the head of security 
at U of R as one of the university's top 
professors. But managing editor Craig 
Saunders says most, if not all of the 
bogus information, was weeded out. 
**As far as I can tell only one phony 
thing got in there. The Cellar [a 
campus pub] is the last thing anybody 
would ever consider a hot hangout," 
he said. 

According to Maclean's 
assistant managing editor Ann 
Dowsett Johnston, this year the 
magazine asked more than one 
organization for the *'what's hot -- 
what's not" submissions. "What we 
did this year [was] we canvassed 
multiple groups on campus and 
cross-checked. If one bar was 
mentioned by three [groups] I would 
choose that over a bar only one person 
had mentioned," she said. 

Infomiation from one source was 
verified by a different source by 
Maclean's researchers to ensure 
accuracy, adds Victor Dwyer, 
Maclean's education cditor."Wc 
turned to other sources to get the 
information we needed," he said. 

But Dvvycr says the magazine only 
verified an item's existence --whether 
they were "hot" or "not" was left 
unchecked. If they want to lie to us 
we can only fact -check as far as thesE 
places do exist," he said. 

Although the information was 



verified, it was not always 
representative of popular student 
interest, say some student joumalists. 

The *'what's hot" list for Simon 
Fraser mentions "forest people" who 
"live year-round in tents in the huge 
forests that surround the campus." 
But external news editor at the SFU 
Peak, Janine Duseowoir, says these 
people are rare and simply too poor to 
afford better housing. 

"They're [not] communes or 
anything. It's more a case of people 
who can't afford to live in their own 
apartments," she said . 
Dionne Stephens, editor of excalibur, 
says student journalists were sending 
in false information because they were 
unhappy with the fact that they were 
doing work for Maclean's and not 
getting he credit. 

The guidebook does not acknow- 
ledge the students' contributions, nor 
have past ranking issues. 
"The argument was [that] Maclean's 
were not willing to do the work 
themselves. They were making 
money off the backs of students and 
pretending to care about students," 
said Stephens. "If they really wanted 
to do the legwork they would have. 
They were just letting students do 
their work." 

Earlier this year, the Canadian 
University Press, a collective of more 
than 40 Canadian campus 
newspapers, voted to send a letter of 
disapproval to Maclean's. The 
collective felt the magazine acted 
unprofessionally for not informing 
campus newspapers that Maclean's 
intended the use the "what's hot - 
what's not" section for a separate 
publication. 



bookstore. 

"Someone from the 
bookstore noticed they weren't selling 
any copies of the books and [then] 
noticed copies were being sold across 
the street at Copywell," she said. Both 
Canadian and American divisions of 
John Wiley & Sons are co-plaintiffs 
in the suit. 

Diane Wood, president of 
John Wiley & Sons Canada, says 
she's in 100 per cent support of this 
suit, adding she suspects other books 
published by her company are being 
photocopied and sold, "In my 
perspective, [this] is the same as theft. 
[Those who do this] are in violation 
of the law. They have a blatant 
disregard for how it affects the authors 
and publishers," she said. Wood 
adds the number of people engaged 
in this practice is increasing and it 
needs to be stopped. 

Jill Foran, manager of U of 
T's bookstore, agrees. She says this 
is a common practice that has been 
occurring for years. "We've known 
for years there's been illegal 
photocopying. [Sometimes] when 
there are line ups outside Copywell 
you know that things are perhaps not 
how they ought to be," she said. 

But Patrick Law, 
Copywell's manager, says his store 
did not photocopy and sell the books 
on purpose. He says copies of the 
two books were brought in by students 
in loose sheets to photocopy and his 
employees photocopied them. They 
weren't aware that the sheets were 
entire books until they got a notice 
from Cancopy, he said. Law says 
this occurred during one of their 
busiest months when the store is 
photocopying a lot of course materials 
for U of T professors and TAs. 

"In September and January 
we're very busy with course materials. 
Students come in and my staff can't 
recognize which is which," he said. 
However, Law admits he may have 
been negligent and hopes this case 
will be resolved amicably and quickly 
with the publishers and Cancopy. 

"I have no excuse. I should 
have checked everything that was 
completed. Obviously we didn't," he 
said. White says Cancopy has not 
decided upon damages yet, and adds 
the company hopes to settle out of 
court. 

Professors of the mechanical 
engineering classes in which the 
books were used have mixed feelings 
about the practice. Although the 
professors say photocopying 
copyrighted textbooks without 
permission is and should be illegal, 
they add many engineering students 
buy photocopies of the books because 
they simply can't afford to buy the 
texts at the retail price. 

"There are students out 
there who are strapped for cash. So if 
they can buy [a textbook] for a fraction 
of the price I'm sure it's very attractive 
to them," said Sanjeev Chandra, a 
professor of mechanical engineering 
atUofT.

I am pleased that Lambda 
has drawn attention to the bus pass 
ideas currently being discussed by 
the Transportation Committee. 
However, let me offer a different 
view of the issues as well as the facts 
and their interpretation. 
The Issue 

Because Laurentian is an 
isolated campus, the cost of 
transportation is a significant part of 
the total cost of education for our 
students. Those in residence must 
travel for groceries and entertainment 
as well as for basic services such as 
hairdressing and banking. Those 
living off-campus must either car 
pool, pay $456 for eight monthly bus 
passes or cover the gas, parking, 
maintenance, insurance and 
depreciation costs of driving their 
own car. Even if the bill (probably 
$l,500-$2,000) is covered through 
the family, some of it, at least, is 
money that could be used to meet 
other needs. If an inexpensive and 
convenient transit service were 
available, most students, we believe, 
could use it to save money. Some 
may not, and we, therefore, have an 
opt out provision in the plan we are 
discussing. 

Making the campus more 
financially accessible to students has 
been a major objective of the bus pass

discussions. The committee is 
certainly looking at many other 
matters concerning physical access 
to the campus, but since the change in 
government, our focus has shifted to 
the cost saving merits of a bus pass 
scheme. 
Service 

Whatever the outcome of 




our present discussions, I believe that 
ensuring efficient and inexpensive 
access to the campus for all who 
study and work here must be an 
explicit policy of our administration. 
It needs greater attention than in the 
past. For their part, until recently, 
Sudbury Transit has taken the 
university too much for granted. That 
has changed. Money has been found 
to add, beginning in September, 
another evening bus (or its equ ivalent 
elsewhere in the schedule depending 
on what students choose as their top 
priority). We are also discussing 
better access to the Four Corners area. 
We' arc currently developing data to 
show the distribution of postal code 
addresses for students, faculty and 
staff so that they can be matched for 



potential ridership against existing 
routes and schedules. 
The Proposal 

Tlie committee isdiscussing 
a scheme which would see all 
students, faculty and staff issued with 
a bus pass by the university except 
for 700 people who would apply and 
be allowed to opt out for reasons 
which might include, for 
example, participation in a 
car pool; residence outside 
the reach of Sudbury Transit, 
security or safety concerns; 
dropping off and picking up 
children; etc. 

Adjusting for a drop in 
enrollment because of the 
tuition fee increase next year, we 
anticipate 5,050 participants 
receiving a bus pass. If more opt outs 
arc accepted, then those who 
participate will be required to pay 
more, unless the difference is 
subsidized. 
The Price 

Our target price is $99 for a 
pass which could be used on any 
route, at anytime, by its owner, from 
Labour Day until mid-May. Those 
who drive and buy a parking 
spot might pay only $60 or $70 
for their bus pass. 
Who Pays? 

Sudbury Transit 
received about $450,000 from 
university commuters last year. 
This number is based on bus 



pass sales as well as a survey of 
passengers carried out during a two- 
day survey in October. If a pass 
scheme is implemented, then $34,000 
worth of additional busses will be 
needed at peak times. For the moment 
(subject to negotiation), $484,000 is 
therefore the price the university 
would pay for 5,050 passes or 
whatever number we request. 

Since passes will be issued 
at a discount to those who park, a 
subsidy of about $60,000 will be 
required to keep the full price at $99. 
Some of this can probably be 
recovered from the existing $330,000 
parking budget (almost half of which 
comes from those who pay cash) used 
for parking lot maintenance and 
construction. The remainder will have 
to come from increased parking rates. 
If other discounts are permitted, say 
for students in residence, then 
additional subsidy dollars will need 
to be found. 
The Bottom Line 

Those who currently buy 
monthly passes for$57 will save about 
$350. 

Those who continue to drive 
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will pay about $132 for a parking 
spot and a bus pass, instead of $57 for 
parking alone (still less than $ 1 a day 
in total and about $50 less than Just 
parking at Cambrian College), 
The Decision 

A student referendum will 
be held in order to decide whether the 
combination of price and service 
improvements the committee will 
shortly recommend is acceptable or 
not. The 

answer should 
involve 
examining the 
following 
questions:

There were over 70 conflicts 
recorded last year, the great majority 
of them in developing and under- 
developed countries. 

Regional conflicts have 
never been as numerous as today. A 
reason for this is an accelerated 
militarisation. Military spending has 
not slowed down since the end of the 
Cold War. 



When the Second World 
War ended, the Cold War began. This 
can be considered as the most stable 
time in the modern era b ecause of the 
bipolarisation and the tremendous 
nuclear arsenals at the disposal of 
both the Eastern and Western Bloc. 
Now after the fall of the Soviet Union 
we are living in not a bipolariscd 
world butrathcramultipolarised one. 
There is no such thing as a "Global 
Village" but rather a regional isation 
of the world. 

In 1 960, worldwide military 
spending was hovering at around $1 
billion. Now in 1990 it had reached 
$850 billion. That's 150 times more 
that the total spending on 
humanitarian aid. But what's most 
shocking is that 80% of the military 
purchases are from the Third- world. 

International organizations 
such as the United Nations have an 
official policy of promoting peace. 
The sad reality is that the world is 
overmilitarised. Is this strategic? Yes! 
Is this a geopolitical situation? Yes! 
In abipolarised world even countries 
that claimed to be non-aligned with 
any of the two superpowers in reality 



were. 

Tlie problem does not solely 
lie in the purchase of military 
armaments but in the research and 
development of weapons. When the 
U.S. built the "Sea Woir a $ 1 billion 
submarine that even the military 
admits is not needed the problem was 
not purchasing part but the research 
and development of the sub. 

This is all controlled by 
private companies, many of them 
multinationals, who have big 
contracts with the various 
governments. In the U.S. it is difficult 
to distinguish what research is for 
military use and which isn't . Some 
may say that I've been watching too 
much X-Files but the truth is that 
approximately 70% to 80% of the 
research is for military use. 

Last week I talked about 
Special Interest Groups and said that 
the military could be considered a 
Special Interest Group. The 
companies that serve the world's 
military have put us in an extremely 
difficult situation. They hold the 
monopoly on the majority of the 
world's research, thus encouraging a 
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regional isation and formation of 
blocs. 

The "rimland" or the 
"heartland" are no longer the areas 
targeted but the entire planet. 
MacKindcr's, Haushofer's and 
Spykman's theories are no longer 
applicable in this so-called "Global 
Village." Who is to blame? The 
Right or the Left? It's difficult to say 
but capitahsm and classic liberalism 
are definitely benefitting from the 
situation.

This column is based on 
questions or suggestions received by 
staff members of the Dcsmarais 
Library either personally or on the 
"Complaints/Questions/ « 
Suggestions" form that may be filled 
out near the exit of the library. 

Question: Do you have any 
tips that would allow me to 
catalogue more effectively? 

Reply: Here arc three. First, 
when searching in the Organization, 
Title and Subject fields, use key words 
instead of typing in a complete query. 
Sudbury: Rail Town to Regional 
Capital may be simply entered as 
Sudbury Rail. Secondly, if you are 
prone to typing errors — or are a 1 ittle 
lazy (like the Amiable Librarian), 
truncate your terms after the first 
three letters by use of an asterisk. 
The previous book could be entered 
as S^* Rai. (By the way, if this book 
happens to be on loan from the 1 ibrary , 
you can get it in the bookstore for 
$19.99) Third, in those instances 
when you get a whole bunch of results 
preceded by (rec) (Author, 
Organization and Subject field), don't 
lookatonc number at a time. Instead, 
select individual numbers you want 
to sec, separated by a comma, 
(1,4,35,97), or select everything at 
once (1-97). In cither case you will 
be presented with a list of titles and 
you avoid having to key in your search 
again. 

Question: Why have the 
magazines and periodicals been 
moved from the semi-vertical 
display stands to horizontal bins? 
Last year it was possible, while 
passing through the area of lounge 
chairs, to peruse the racks and 
discover periodicals that were not 
related to one's field of study, but 
nevertheless ofinterest..As one who 
spends a great deal of time in this 
area reading, I have noticed 
readership of the periodicals has 
dropped dramatically since the 
changes took place, and I see no 
practical reason why it was 
implemented in the first place. 

Reply: The change from the 



semi-vertical display stands to the 
horizontal bins was made necessary 
by a lack of space. When the library 
rc-organized the serials collection last 
summer from title to call number, it 
also moved the newspapers out of 
the back room forcing it to use up 
shelving formerly designated for 
current periodicals. Since the library 
still wanted to display as many 
periodicals as possible — over 900, it 
elected to replace the semi-vertical 
shelves with horizontal shelving 
which accomodate more tides. 

Tlie current display not only 
reflects the reorganization of the 
collection by call number but it also 
reflects the library's decision to 
change what it displays. Last year, 
the section operated like the milk 
section of a grocery store: new 
periodicals were put on display for 
three weeks and then retired to the 
back shelves. While every periodical 
made its way to the shelves, users 
never knew where to start for their 
favourites. The new system 
eliminates this problem by displaying 
a set list of titles. These titles arc 
noted in the catalogue and a! so appear 
on a list, organized by title, which is 
hung at the entrance to the section. 

Question: As a first year 
student who is not afraid to admit 
she is completely lost in the library, 
I feel it would be very helpful to 
have reference people here at night 
as well. 

Reply: You are right it 
would be helpful but the Amiable 
Librarian must confess that the 
restricted library budget cannot 
accomodate having reference staff 
available all hours the library is open. 
Solutions: consider taking the I ibrai7 
workshop programme which is 
designed to turn you into a more 
independent student; phone ahead if 
you know you are having problems 
(675-4803) and the reference staff 
will try to get something ready for 
you; if that is not possible, leave a 
note on the desk outlining your 
problem and the staff will get back to 
you first thing they are in.

Snobelen Not Apologetic 
For Decisions Made

John Snobelen makes no 
apologies for how he docs his job. 

"Our government was 
elected to make some very significant 
changes in Ontario," the provincial 
Minister of Education told a crowd 
fat Western University's] Peacock 
Room. "The vision is a mortgage- 
free future for the next generation." 

"It's up to my generation to 
take on the very real problems we've 
created in this province." 

In a speech peppered with 
anecdotes about his nine-year-old 
nephew and thrcc-ycar-old^niccc, 
Snobelen indicated he takes his task 
personally. "It's very sobering when 
you take a look at the interest wc pay 
on a staggering debt," he said, 
explaining the interest on Ontario's 
$100 billion debt this year will be 
larger that what the province spends 
on education as a whole. 

"It doesn't take a lot of 
imagination to see where my three- 
year-old niece will be when she enters 
her world as a grown-up," he said. "If 
we leave her with that legacy, she will 
not only face a very daunting task in 
paying off her debt, but she will also 
not be able to enjoy core social 



programs because her generation will 
not be able to afford them. 

*'I think that's unfair, I think 
it's intolerable and I am not patient 
about straightening out those 
problems." 

In the next few weeks the 
minister must set a vision for the 
future of post-secondary education 
in Ontario. He announced plans to 
release adiscussion paper within two- 
weeks, which will deal with critical 
issues. '*In a knowledge age, the role 
of post-secondary education changes 
completely," he said. "So we need to 
have a look, fundamentally, at where 
the public interest is." 

"It's not simply a financial 
issue." 

Some key issues include 
accessibility, student, university and 
provincial roles in funding, program 
rationalization, tuition fee 
differentiation and the relationship 
between community colleges and 
universities. 

"We are trying to address 
very specific areas in a very focused 
discussion paper so that we can get 
some usable answers out of the 
process in four to six months," 
Snobelen said. 

The minister indicated the 
government is committed to an 
income-contingent loan repayment 
scheme and has begun working with 
the federal government on this, but 
explained it will take time to 



formulate. 

*'We know what our guiding 
principles are and that is an accessible 
system for everyone," he explained, 

"We know that means we 
cannot tolerate a system that has 
economic well-being as one of the 
criteria." 

Duplication in the post- 
secondary education system is 
another issue Snobelen said he plans 
to address, citing the recent 
elimination plans of Sheridan 
College's nursing program for 
example. 

"There were five 
community colleges offering the 
program in the [Greater Toronto 
Area]," he explained. "The number 
of people who are in nursing currently 
exceeds the likely demand for nurses 
by about 10 to one." 

Snobelen said when the 
government is the employer of a 
significant proportion of graduates, 
demand for employees can be 
predicted and students informed of 
job prospects, or lack thereof. 

Such consultation is 
important to help bring about 
meaningful change. "We have had 
good relationships with colleges and 
universities over the past four 
months," Snobelen said. "I have a 
great deal of empathy for the kinds of 
challenges, the kinds of problems 
that face these institutions." 
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Breaking The Silence Surrounding Suicide

"Everybody has a garden 
with four plots: the financial plot, 
the emotional plot f the physical plot 
and the spiritual plot. Every garden 
is different because we ' ve allgro wn 
up under different conditions, and 
our gardens change because life is 
a process/'- Bob ^QS9Q 

When Bob #0890 talks 
about his emotional garden, he points 
to his heart. 

The emotional plot is there 
people pay the least attention to the 
weeding needed to stay healthy, says 
the volunteer who has been work ing 
once a week on the phone lines at the 
suicide distress centre for the last 
four years. 

The counsellor — who is 
identified to callers by a number in 
order to protect his anonymity, and 
carry on his personal life without 
unexpected calls from the people 
who rely on his phone voice — is 
one of the Canadian front line 
workers, academics, families and 
friends who have been confronting 
one of the highest suicide rates in 
the developing world. 

The group most at risk are 
the young people, with the sharpest 
increase since suicides in the 1 950's 
when the general rate of suicide 
started to rise. 

The UNICEF report called 
The Progress of Nations, has 
reported Canada's rate as the third 
highest in the developing world for 
the last three years. But experts 
agree Canada's rate has been one of 
the highest since 1985. 

UNICEF reports suicides 
by people aged 15-19 have doubled 
since 1 979 to 1 3.5 per 1 00,000 since. 

And these statistics 
account only for reported suicides - 
many go unreported because of the 
social stigma surrounding it. 

Isaac Sakinofsky, a 
professor at the University of 
Toronto and head of suicide studies 
at the Clarke Institute of Psychiatry , 
confesses he is a collector of old 
suicide books as he steps up to his 
shelves to pull a yellowing copy of 
Le Suicide by Emile Durkheim. 

A little over 1 00 years ago, 
Durkheim observed people in fairly 
ordinary circumstances killing 
themselves while others survived 
bearing incredible pain. 

**So he decided maybe the 
answer is in the society as a whole,'' 
says Sakinofsky. 

Durkheim found higher 
suicide rates in countries where large 
numbers of people were not 
integrated into the social fabric. 

"Now we have downsizing 
in all kinds of professions. We have 
universities turning out young 
people and society not wilHng to 
offer them a job," says Sakinofsky. 

He also points to the 
breakdown of the family unit since 
World War Two as another trend 
further isolating people. 

Sakinofsky says although 
he believes social circumstances 
play a large role, mental profiles of 
suicide victims show about 88 per 
cent can be diagnosed with a 



psychological problem — with 
depression accounting for 60 per cent. 
For university-aged people, the 
percentage of mental illness is lower 
while the percentage of substance 
abuse is much higher. 

At risk are people 
marginalized by society and who often 
suffer crises of self-esteem. According 
to the UNICEF report, the suicide rate 
among Canadian native peoples is the 
h ighest in the world — 1 00 per 1 00,000 
— with 105 native people under age 

29 killing themselves between 1986 
and 1990. 

Mike Eshibok of U of T's 
First Nations house is a native student 
completing his master's in social work, 
and says when he was in first grade, he 
was taught native people were savages 
who scalped white people. He says as 
a result many native people drop out of 
school much earl ier then the rest of the 
population. 

''Racism is institutional, so 
we suffer that right off the bat," he 
said "With the way the system treats a 
lot of native people, they have low self 
esteem." 

Lesbian, bisexual and gay 
youth, who are often mislabeled as 
"deviant" are also seriously at risk 
with the United States' Secretary's 
Task Force on Youth Suicide reporting. 
This segment of society accounts for 

30 per cent of all youth. 

Diane Sacks, a North York 
General Hospital pediatrician has been 
del i veri ng the same speech for 1 years. 
It's message — that Canada has one of 
the highest adolescent suicide rates in 
the developed world — also hasn't 
changed. Last year Canadian Press 
made a mistake and misquoted her, the 
result however has a lot to say about 
the reasons we have such a high rate of 
suicide. 

By the time the story went 
out on the wire, CP quoted her saying 
Canada's youth were killing 
themselves at the highest rate in the 
world. 

Sacks said the next day she 
was flooded with about 40 calls from 
reporters wanting to talk about the 
statistics. But when they found out 
Canada wasn't the world 'stop country 
for suicide rates, the majority lost 
interest. 

"That is the problem with 
how we fund medicine in a pubhc 
system. [Finding patterns are in part 
determined by] media and public 
pressure," she said. "But if [the 
problem] is not 'number one' then it is 
very hard for us to get people to Hsten ." 

Sacks expresses the opinion 
supported by Sakinofsky that there is 
a dire lack of community mental health 
resources, particularly for young 
people. 

Stephanie Amey, a 
psychiatry nursing specialist and 
administratorat Mount Sinai Hospital, 
agrees. As a result, she say, the hospital 
has a high recidivism rate, which refers 
to the rate at which people in crisis 
made return visits to the hospital, 

"The growing number of 
young people who have 
characterlogical disorders and express 
anger by mutilating themselves is 
particularly alarming," she says. "It 
can be debated whether they can be 
considered to be acutely suicidal." 

This limits the hospital's 
ability to hold them for treatment. 

Amey recalls one patient, 
who habitually injected herself with 



feces, entered a cycle where she felt 
rewarded by hospital treatment only 
to feel abandoned on being 
discharged. An IV needle eventually 
killed her after she put it in her arm 
and dislodged going into her blood 
stream. 

Amey says characterlogical 
problems can't be cured with a pill. 
Psychotherapy is needed, which is a 
longer and more labour intensive 
process and requires more resources. 

"The government made a 
commitment after closing hospital 
beds that funds would be transferred 
to community programs. We haven't 
seen this happen," she said. "It is 
hard to find psychotherapists to take 
more patients and the government 
cutting back on the number of 
residents who enter psychotherapy 
programs in the schools." 

[On U of T] campus, 
resources are much more accessible 
that the larger Toronto community, 
according to Gordon Tisdall, 
psychiatrist-in-chief with the 
university's health services. 

Students have immediate 
access to a therapist if they need 
urgent care and generally wait seven 
to ten days to start a regular therapy 
routine, compares to a one to three 
month waiting period at off-campus 
services. 

Tisdall says he expects the 
demand on services to- go up in the 
future due to the general cuts to health 
care by the government. To counter 
act the impact of the cuts, he says the 
students in the U of T community 
have reached out to each other to 
prevent depression. 

Everyone in the community 
has a responsibility to be helpful and 
confident to assist- those who are 
depressed in getting help," he says. 

In 1997, the University of 
Toronto should have a new chair in 
suicide studies, who will co-ordinate 



research from specialists 
in a variety of different 
disciplines. 

As the first of 
its kind, the chair has 
come about largely due 
to the efforts of Doris 
Sommer-Rotenburg, 
who lost her son to 
suicide three years ago. 

Arthur 
Sommer-Rotenburg, 
who was 36 when he 
died, is described by a 
former girlfriend as 
someone who believed 
life is to be lived with 
intensity, purpose, compassionate 
communication and passion for 
romance and adventure. He was an 
avid athlete, photographer, carpenter 
and athlete, who cycled from Italy to 
Switzerland with a chemistry 
textbook in his backpack. He also 
struggled with manic depression for 
18 years. 

Now his mother is coping 
by keeping his memory alive. One of 
her biggest achievements, she says is 
encouraging more open discussion 
about suicide. 

"Traditionally in the 
Christian and Jewish religions, the 
taking of one's own life has been 
considered a sin," she says. When 
there is a suicide, families recoil. It 
isn't reported in death announcement, 
they use euphemisms instead." 

Media also rarely reports 
suicides, unless there are exceptional 
circumstances like the death of 
someone like Kurt Cobain because 
many studies have proven there can 
be a "copycat" effect. 

Sakinofsky says cases of 
suicide by teens who were describes 
as Cobain fans and killed themselves 
are after reports ofhis death illustrate 
this phenomena. 

But Sommer-Rotenburg 
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says suicide is something that can 
and should be talked about in a 
constructive way — and maybe with 
more openness it can be prevented. 

"Anything not in the open 
seethes and becomes infected," she 
says. "Anything infected must get 
into the air to heal. We need to put 
light on the problem and to explain 
this phenomena and prevent it." 

For those who are suffering 
from feelings of self-hatred and 
hopelessness asking for help is the 
brave first step out of the deep black 
hole of the depression, according to 
Bob #0890. 

"It takes a brave person to 
pick up a phone, dial and tell someone 
your inner-most feelings. People are 
afraid they are going to be judged or 
patronized. But that is what we don't 
do," he says.

Question: Do you have any 
tips that would allow me to 
catalogue more effectively? 

Reply: Here arc three. First, 
when searching in the Organization, 
Title and Subject fields, use key words 
instead of typing in a complete query. 
Sudbury: Rail Town to Regional 
Capital may be simply entered as 
Sudbury Rail. Secondly, if you are 
prone to typing errors — or are a liulc 
lazy (like the Amiable Librarian), 
truncate your tenns alter the first 
three letters by use of an asterisk. 
The previous book could be entered 
usSd'^Rai. (By the way, if this book 
happens to be on loan from the I ibrary , 
you can get it in the bookstore for 
$19.99) Third, in those instances 
when you get a whole bunch of results 
preceded by (rec) (Author, 
Organization and Subject field), don't 
lookatoncnumberatatime. Instead, 
select individual numbers you want 
to see, separated by a comma, 
(1,4,35,97), or select everything at 
once ( 1 -97). In either case you will 
be presented with a list of titles and 
you avoid having to key in your search 
again. 

Question: Why have the 
magazines and periodicals been 
moved from the semi-vertical 
display stands to horizontal bins? 
Last year it was possible, while 
passing through the area of lounge 
chairs, to peruse the racks and 
discover periodicals that were not 
related to one's field of study, but 
nevertheless of interest.. As one who 
spends a great deal of time in this 
area reading, I have noticed 
readership of the periodicals has 
dropped dramatically since the 
changes took place, and I see no 
practical reason why it was 
implemented in the first place. 

Reply: The change from the 



semi- vertical display stands to the 
horizontal bins was made necessary 
by a lack of space. When the library 
re-organized the serials collection last 
summer from title to call number, it 
also moved the newspapers out of 
the back room forcing it to use up 
shelving formerly designated for 
current periodicals. Since the library 
still wanted to display as many 
periodicals as possible — over 900, it 
elected to replace the semi-vertical 
shelves with horizontal shelving 
which accomodate more lilies. 

Til e c u rrc n t d i spl ay not o n 1 y 
reflects the reorganization of the 
collection by call number but it also 
reflects the library's decision to 
change what it displays. Last year, 
the section operated like the milk 
section of a grocery store: new 
periodicals were put on display for 
three weeks and then retired to the 
back shelves. While every periodical 
made its way to the shelves, users 
never knew where to start for their 
favourites. The new system 
eliminates this problem by displaying 
a set list of titles. These titles arc 
noted in the catalogue and also appear 
on a list, organized by title, which is 
hung at the entrance to the section. 

Question: As a first year 
student who is not afraid to admit 
she is completely lost in the library, 
I feel it would be very helpful to 
have reference people here at night 
as well. 

Reply: You are right it 
would be helpful but the Amiable 
Librarian must confess that the 
restricted library budget cannot 
accomodate having reference staff 
avai lablc all hours the 1 ibrary is open. 
Solutions: consider taking the library 
workshop programme which is 
designed to turn you into a more 
independent student: phone ahead if 
you know you arc having problems 
(675-4803) and the reference staff 
will try to get something ready for 
you; if that is not possible, leave a 
note on the desk outlining your 
problem and the staff will get back to 
you first thing they arc in.

Snobelen Not Apologetic 
For Decisions IVIade

John Snobelen makes no 
apologies for how he does his job. 

"Our government was 
elected to make some very significant 
changes in Ontario," the provincial 
Minister of Education told a crowd 
[at Western University's] Peacock 
Room. "The vision is a mortgage- 
free future for the next generation." 

"It's up to my generation to 
take on the very real problems we've 
created in this province." 

In a speech peppered with 
anecdotes about his nine-year-old 
nephew and three-year-old miecc, 
Snobelen indicated he takes his task 
personally. "It's very sobering when 
you take a look at the interest we pay 
on a staggering debt," he said, 
explaining the interest on Ontario's 
$100 billion debt this year will be 
larger that what the province spends 
on education as a whole. 

"It doesn't take a lot of 
imagination to sec where my thrcc- 
y car-old niece will be when she enters 
her world as a grown-up," he said. "If 
wc leave her with that legacy, she will 
not only face a very daunting task in 
paying off her debt, but she will also 
:K)t be able to enjoy core social 



programsbecause her generation will 
not be able to afford them. 

*'I think that's unfair, I think 
it's intolerable and I am not patient 
about straightening out those 
problems." 

In the next few weeks the 
minister must set a vision for the 
future of post-secondary education 
in Ontario. He announced plans to 
release adiscussion paper within two- 
weeks, which will deal with critical 
issues. **In a knowledge age, the role 
of post-secondary education changes 
completely," he said. '*So we need to 
have a look, fundamentally, at where 
the public interest is." 

"It's not simply a financial 
issue." 

Some key issues include 
accessibility, student, university and 
provincial roles in funding, program 
rationalization, tuition fee 
ditTercntiation and the relationship 
between community colleges and 
universities. 

"We are trying to address 
very specific areas in a very focused 
discussion paper so that we can get 
some usable answers out of the 
process in four to six months," 
Snobelen said. 

The minister indicated the 
government is committed to an 
income-contingent loan repayment 
scheme and has begun working with 
the federal government on this, but 
explained it will take time to 



formulate. 

"We know what our guiding 
principles are and that is an accessible 
system for everyone," he explained. 

"We know that means we 
cannot tolerate a system that has 
economic well-being as one of the 
criteria." 

Duplication in the post- 
secondary education system is 
another issue Snobelen said he plans 
to address, citing the recent 
elimination plans of Sheridan 
College's nursing program for 
example. 

"There were five 
community colleges offering the 
program in the [Greater Toronto 
Area]," he explained. "The number 
of people who are in nursing currently 
exceeds the likely demand for nurses 
by about 10 to one." 

Snobelen said when the 
government is the employer of a 
significant proportion of graduates, 
demand for employees can be 
predicted and students informed of 
job prospects, or lack thereof. 

Such consultation is 
important to help bring about 
meaningful change. "We have had 
good relationships with colleges and 
universities over the past four 
months," Snobelen said. "I have a 
great deal of empathy for the kinds of 
challenges, the kinds of problems 
that face these institutions." 
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Breaking The Silence Surrounding Suicide

'^Everybody has a garden 
with four plots: the financial plot, 
the emotional plot J the physical plot 
and the spiritual plot. Every garden 
is different because we ' ve allgro wn 
up under different conditions, and 
our gardens change because life is 
fl process." -Bob #0890 

When Bob #0890 talks 
about his emotional garden, he points 
to his heart. 

The emotional plot is there 
people pay the least attention to the 
weeding needed to stay healthy, says 
the volunteer who has been working 
once a week on the phone lines at the 
suicide distress centre for the last 
four years. 

The counsellor — who is 
identified to callers by a number in 
order to protect his anonymity, and 
carry on his personal hfe without 
unexpected calls from the people 
who rely on his phone voice — is 
one of the Canadian front line 
workers, academics, families and 
friends who have been confronting 
one of the highest suicide rates in 
the developing world. 

The group most at risk are 
the young people, with the sharpest 
increase since suicides in the 1 950's 
when the general rate of suicide 
started to rise. 

The UNICEF report called 
The Progress of Nations, has 
reported Canada's rate as the third 
highest in the developing world for 
the last three years. But experts 
agree Canada* s rate has been one of 
the highest since 1985. 

UNICEF reports suicides 
by people aged 15-19 have doubled 
since 1979 to 13.5 per 100,000 since. 

And these statistics 
account only for reported suicides - 
many go unreported because of the 
social stigma surrounding it. 

Isaac Sakinofsky, a 
professor at the University of 
Toronto and head of suicide studies 
at the Clarke Institute of Psychiatry, 
confesses he is a collector of old 
suicide books as he steps up to his 
shelves to pull a yellowing copy of 
Le Suicide by Emile Durkheim. 

A little over 1 00 years ago, 
Durkheim observed people in fairly 
ordinary circumstances killing 
themselves while others survived 
bearing incredible pain. 

'*So he decided maybe the 
answer is in the society as a whole," 
says Sakinofsky. 

Durkheim found higher 
suicide rates in countries where large 
numbers of people were not 
integrated into the social fabric. 

"Now we have downsizing 
in all kinds of professions. We have 
universities turning out young 
people and society not willing to 
offer them a job," says Sakinofsky. 

He also points to the 
breakdown of the family unit since 
World War Two as another trend 
further isolating people. 

Sakinofsky says although 
he believes social circumstances 
play a large role, mental profiles of 
suicide victims show about 88 per 
cent can be diagnosed with a 



psychological problem — with 
depression accounting for 60 per cent. 
For university-aged people, the 
percentage of mental illness is lower 
while the percentage of substance 
abuse is much higher. 

At risk are people 
marginalized by society and who often 
suffer crises of self-esteem. According 
to the UNICEF report, the suicide rate 
among Canadian native peoples is the 
highest in the world — 1 00 per 1 00,000 
— with 105 native people under age 

29 killing themselves between 1986 
and 1990. 

Mike Eshibok of U of T's 
First Nations house is a native student 
completinghismaster's in social work, 
and says when he was in first grade, he 
was taught native people were savages 
who scalped white people. He says as 
a result many native people drop out of 
school much earl ier then the rest of the 
population. 

''Racism is institutional, so 
we suffer that right off the bat," he 
said "With the way the system treats a 
lot of native people, they have low self 
esteem." 

Lesbian, bisexual and gay 
youth, who are often mislabeled as 
"deviant" are also seriously at risk 
with the United States' Secretary's 
Task Force on Youth Suicide reporting. 
This segment of society accounts for 

30 per cent of all youth. 

Diane Sacks, a North York 
General Hospital pediatrician has been 
delivering the same speech for 1 years. 
It's message — that Canada has one of 
the highest adolescent suicide rates in 
the developed world — also hasn't 
changed. Last year Canadian Press 
made a mistake and misquoted her, the 
result however has a lot to say about 
the reasons we have such a high rate of 
suicide. 

By the time the story went 
out on the wire, CP quoted her saying 
Canada's youth were killing 
themselves at the highest rate in the 
world. 

Sacks said the next day she 
was flooded with about 40 calls from 
reporters wanting to talk about the 
statistics. But when they found out 
Canada wasn't the world's top country 
for suicide rates, the majority lost 
interest. 

"That is the problem with 
how we fund medicine in a public 
system. [Finding patterns are in part 
determined by] media and public 
pressure," she said. "But if [the 
problem] is not 'number one' then it is 
very hard for us to get people to listen." 

Sacks expresses the opinion 
supported by Sakinofsky that there is 
a dire lack of community mental health 
resources, particularly for young 
people. 

Stephanie Amey, a 
psychiatry nursing specialist and 
administrator at MounlSinai Hospital, 
agrees. As a result, she say, the hospital 
hasahigh recidivism rate, which refers 
to the rate at which people in crisis 
made return visits to the hospital, 

"The growing number of 
young people who have 
characterlogical disorders and express 
anger by mutilating themselves is 
particularly alarming," she says. "It 
can be debated whether they can be 
considered to be acutely suicidal." 

This limits the hospital's 
ability to hold thcni for treatment. 

Amey recalls one patient, 
who habitually injected herself with 



feces, entered a cycle where she felt 
rewarded by hospital treatment only 
to feel abandoned on being 
discharged. An IV needle eventually 
killed her after she put it in her arm 
and dislodged going into her blood 
stream. 

Amey says characterlogical 
problems can't be cured with a pill. 
Psychotherapy is needed, which is a 
longer and more labour intensive 
process and requires more resources. 

"The government made a 
commitment after closing hospital 
beds that funds would be transferred 
to community programs. We haven't 
seen this happen," she said. "It is 
hard to find psychotherapists to take 
more patients and the government 
cutting back on the number of 
residents who enter psychotherapy 
programs in the schools." 

[On U of T] campus, 
resources are much more accessible 
that the larger Toronto community, 
according to Gordon Tisdall, 
psychiatrist-in-chief with the 
university's health services. 

Students have immediate 
access to a therapist if they need 
urgent care and generally wait seven 
to ten days to start a regular therapy 
routine, compares to a one to three 
month waiting period at off-campus 
services. 

Tisdall says he expects the 
demand on services to go up in the 
future due to the general cuts to health 
care by the government. To counter 
act the impact of the cuts, he says the 
students in the U of T community 
have reached out to each other to 
prevent depression. 

Everyone in the community 
has a responsibility to be helpful and 
confident to assist those who are 
depressed in getting help," he says. 

In 1997, the University of 
Toronto should have a new chair in 
suicide studies, who will co-ordinate 
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disciplines. 

As the first of 
its kind, the chair has 
come about largely due 
to the efforts of Doris 
Sommer-Rotenburg, 
who lost her son to 
suicide three years ago. 

Arthur 
Sommer-Rotenburg, 
who was 36 when he 
died, is described by a 
former girlfriend as 
someone who believed 
life is to be lived with 
intensity, purpose, compassionate 
communication and passion for 
romance and adventure. He was an 
avid athlete, photographer, carpenter 
and athlete, who cycled from Italy to 
Switzerland with a chemistry 
textbook in his backpack. He also 
struggled with manic depression for 
1 8 years. 

Now his mother is coping 
by keeping his memory alive. One of 
her biggest achievements, she says is 
encouraging more open discussion 
about suicide. 

"Traditionally in the 
Christian and Jewish religions, the 
taking of one's own life has been 
considered a sin," she says. When 
there is a suicide, families recoil. It 
isn't reported in death announcement, 
they use euphemisms instead." 

Media also rarely reports 
suicides, unless there are exceptional 
circumstances like the death of 
someone like Kurt Cobain because 
many studies have proven there can 
be a "copycat" effect. 

Sakinofsky says cases of 
suicide by teens who were describes 
as Cobain fans and killed themselves 
are after reports of his death illustrate 
this phenomena. 

But Sommer-Rotenburg 



says suicide is something that can 
and should be talked about in a 
constructive way — and maybe with 
more openness it can be prevented. 

"Anything not in the open 
seethes and becomes infected," she 
says. "Anything infected must get 
into the air to heal. We need to put 
light on the problem and to explain 
this phenomena and prevent it." 

For those who are suffering 
from feelings of self-hatred and 
hopelessness asking for help is the 
brave first step out of the deep black 
hole of the depression, according to 
Bob #0890. 

"It takes a brave person to 
pick up a phone, dial and tell someone 
your inner-most feelings. People are 
afraid they are going to be judged or 
patronized. But that is what we don't 
do," he says.

Hey there, soccer chaps. 
The transfer trail continues even after 
the half way mark of the European 
soccer season. Like I have said 
before, it's a crazy soccer world! 

Here's the latest: 
Colombian international striker 
Faustino Asprilla, has left Parma in 
Italy to play for English Premier 
League leaders Newcastle. It is about 
time; since Parma signed Hristo 
Stoichkov, Asprilla has been 
indispensable. Newcastle is not in a 
desperate situation for a striker, but it 
still helps to cl inch the Championsh ip. 

In France, what the hellis 
Aime Jacquet (national boss of 
France) thinking by leaving stars Eric 
Cantona and David Ginola out for 
Euro '96? Oh yeah, all very well to 
lean back and be happily 
philosophical after die French team 
had so unexpectedly and impressively 
won 3-1 in Bucharest. Even without 
Cantona, who had not been in 
contention, and Ginola, injured, 
France surpassed themselves, and 
well deserved their win. Who needed 
the 'English' pair right? That is a 
load of crap! It is not going to get 
easier. Euro '96 is going to be 
competitive, and if Jacquet does not 
re-think his tactics, France is in for an 
early golf vacation. 




In Belgium, the casualty list 
among coaches in the Belgian First 
Division claimed its seventh victim 
when Beveren parted company with 
48-ycar-old Rene Dcsacycre, who had 
been with them for only a season.

Having moved to Internazionale in 
Italy, he could not really be expected 
to devote all his energies to the Swiss 
job, and he was replaced by the much- 
travel led Portuguese coach Artur 
Jorge. He docs not know Swiss 



football well, but he has 
more international 
experience than 

Hodgson and speaks six 
languages: all three 
official ones used in 
Switzerland - German, 
Italian, and French - plus 
English, Spanish, and his 
native Portuguese... A 
shock for Zurich: their 
top scorer Urs 
Gunterspergcr has been 
jailed for three months 
for drinking and driving. 

In Austria, an unusual row 
blighted the match between Vorwarts 
Steyr and LASK. The visitors raced 
to a 2-0 lead only for the floodlights 
to partially fail. The referee took the 
teams off and waited one half of an 
hour, then after consultation with the 
FA decided to carry on. But the 
Vorwarts players refused to complete 
the match. The FA punished the club 
by award ing the game to LASK by 3- 
0. 

In Brazil, one Santos 
supporter was shot dead and three 
others were wounded when they were 
attacked by a gang after the first match 
with Botafogo. The fans, travelling 
in two cars, got lost and mistakenly 
drove into one of the shanty towns on 
the edge of Guanabara Bay. Alleged 
drugs traders mistook them for 
members t)f a rival gang and opened 



fire. And by the way, Botafogo beat 
Santos to win their first Brazilian 
national title, in a final that evoked 
memories of the great players of the 
'60s. 

In Nigeria, the national team 
won the Afro-Asian Cup to Africa 
with a 1 -0 win over Uzbekistan in the 
second leg tie in Lagos, The victory, 
secured by a late goal by substitute 
Emmanuel Amunike, gave the Super 
Eagles a 4-2 aggregate win. Bendel 
Insurance won the 
West African 

Football Union 
(WAFU)Cupforthe 
third successive year 
with a 5-2 aggregate 
winoverlvorianclub 
Africa Sports. 
Shooting Stars 
completed the 
double with a 2-0 win 
over Third Division 
Katsina United in 
the FA Cup final.
